PASTOR’S DESK 

Sparks From Mark 



Beginning this weekend aid running for six 
consecutive weekends in the bulletin will be 
an insert on the General Instruction on the 
Roman Missal referred affectionately as the 
“GIRM.” It has been over a year since we, as 
a diocese and parish community, have 
implemented the GIRM in our parish 
liturgies. 


I think it is always good for us to review and 
continue to reflect on the Liturgy, the 
Celebration of the Eucharist as the “source 
and summit of our lives.’’ I know this year at 
Pastoral Ministry Days, which is held every 
spring for the clergy, religious and lay 
ministers of the diocese, will be on the topic 
of the Liturgy. 

As a matter of fact, in the middle part of 
October, every parishioner will be ask to fill 
out a "liturgy survey” during one of their 
parish liturgies, as way to prepare for the 
conversation that will being taking place this 
spring. The surveys’ aim is to foster good 
liturgy in all of the parishes throughout the 
diocese, which is one of the main goals of the 
Synod. I am excited that we are carrying out 
the objectives that were set forth in the 
synod. 

I think the series of bulletin inserts on the 
GIRM will continue to foster, among us, as a 
parish community, our desire for good 
liturgies. 

I hirtv-One Questions on Adoration of the 
Blessed Sacrament A Resource of the B ishops ’ 
Committee on the Liturgy USCCB Publishing 

27. May the Rosary be prayed during 
Eucharistic adoration? Yes, The Rosary, “a 
prayer inspired by the Gospel and centered on the 
mystery of the Incarnation and the Redemption,” 
“should be considered a prayer of deep 
Christological orientation” and may rightly be 
counted among the prayers designed to direct the 
attention of the faithful to the worship of Christ the 
Lord. This is especially true if each mystery of the 
rosary is accompanied by a scriptural or 
catechetical text emphasizing the Christological 
orientation of the mystery. In any case, the 
recitation of the Rosary before the exposed 
Sacrament should help lead the faithful back to a 
knowledge and love of the Lord Jesus, to union 
with him, finding great encouragement and support 
in liturgical prayer before the Eucharist.

Reflection

The recognition of God’s love thus throws 
light on the human condition. It is a 
condition of alienation and estrangement - 
from God, others, from the world, from 
oneself. Yet it is not our sine but God’s love 
that is basic. When this love touches us, we 
see how far we have been from God, others, 
world, and self, and how that distance has 
been overcome by God’s grace. ... It is in 
this way that our forgiveness of others is part 
of our spiritual growth. It is shown that in 
reaching beyond the faults committed against 
us and refusing to allow them to become 
barriers to intimacy but also in seeking to 
eradicate the obstacles that exist among 
people, between them and their world, and 
between them and their God. We forgive as 
we have been forgiven and we reconcile as 
we have been reconciled. 1

Love Inc. has sent this list with the direction 
of the Red Cross. Right now the Red Cross 
doesn’t know just when these people will be 
coming, but when they do arrive there will be 
a lot of work in just getting everyone settled 
in. Once that happens the Red Cross will be 
looking to integrate help from the churches. 
They’re also focused on keeping a safe and 
controlled environment for the guests. 

If any of Our Lady of the Black Hills 
parishioners are interested in helping or 
possibly driving the 15-passenger van to help 
transport people from Camp Rapid to OLBH 
for weekend services, or to coordinate within 
OLBH, any of these following needs, please 
contact Teresa in the parish office, 787-5168. 

Church Volunteer Teams 

The Red Cross would like to get teams from 
churches to help out at the shelter. They are 
looking for 20 volunteers to be at the shelter 
for 24 hours. A church would need to put 
together two teams of 5-20 people, if your 
church didn’t have all 20 volunteers they 
would supplement that number with teams 
from other churches or other volunteers. The 
teams would basically be there to help 
people, make sure their needs are being met, 
coordinating meal times and sleeping times. 
Some of these details are subject to change, 
but we could get started now on recruiting 
teams. In the next week or so there would be 
trainings provided for these teams. I don’t 
think the volunteers would need to register 
with the Red Cross until this training. The 
RC Journal said that volunteers must be at 
least 18. able to lift 40 pounds and able to 
work 12 hours

With time there may be an opportunity to 
schedule transportation to churches from 
Camp Rapid.

The Red Cross has contracted with food 
services to provide the needed food and 
drinks. Right now, they cannot accept food 
or baked goods.

As you may have read in the paper, through 
September 15 the Salvation Army is 
collecting new or lightly used clothing at the 
Fine Arts Building on the Fairgrounds. They 
are also collecting new shoes, new socks and 
underwear, diapers, feminine hygiene 
products and baby formula.

KSLT has organized Cards for Katrina for 
this Saturday September 10 th , at the 
Rushmore Mall. Nearly all area radio stations 
will be asking people to come to the 
Rushmore Mall with a store gift card to be 
given to the hurricane victims during their 
stay here so that they can shop for personal 
items, (by the time you read this, the date 
will have passed, however, there still might 
be a need for gift cards and could be given to 
the Red Cross)
